He 
splits words to sandwich oaths, and tries 
to steal everything that is not nailed down. 

His name is Francis Moulton. The police 
nicknamed him “Little Tom Tit.” Ten days 
ago he was arrested as an infantile tramp. 
His parents can give him a good home 
and have lovingly tried to control him. But

Tricks Memory Plays With a Young 
Man in New jersey and a 
' Woman in Chicago. 


CASE OF TELEPATHIC SYMPATHY 
THE RESULT OF READING 
ABOUT MARY LUPTON. 


“WILL” IS ALL HE REMEMBERS. 


JERSPY CITY. N. J., Dec. %.—Following 
what the advanced students in the science 
of mnemonics cal) ‘‘telepathetic sympathy,” 
a young man in Jersey City has been etrick- 
en with a paralysis of one portion of the 
brain like that which overtook Mrs. Mary 
Lupton, who forgot her name, her homé®, 
her children and her friends. The idea of 
telepathic sympathy is suggested by the 
fact that the young man remembered read- 


ing of the remarkable case of Mrs. Lupton, 
and if he had not fallen in a faint aud 
shown a state of physical ane that 
could scarcely have been simulated the 
hysiclans of Jersey City Hospital would 
ave stamped him as a sham. 

He called at the Greenville police station 
on Friday night and asked to be taken in 
charge. He was sober and apparently ra- 
tional, except that he could not give his 
name. He was locked up, and on Saturday 
morning said that he was Ralph Emerson 
of No. Summit street, Somerville, N. J. 
The police of Somerville were called up by 
telephone, and said nothing was known of 
any person missing from that address, The 
prisoner gradually lost remembrance of the 
name he had given, and Chief of Police 
Murphy sought to arouse him into a state 
of mental activity by Girecting him to 
write a letter to a suppositious friend. This 
is what the Chief told him to write: 

“Dear Sir—I am in the hospital in Jer- 
sey City. I am afflicted with a peculiar 
malady, which causes me to forget my 
name and where I live. Iam awfully anx- 
ious to get home, but, unfortunately, can- 
not aid the police In finding my family or 
friends. Yours truly.” 

“Now,” said Chief Murphy, “sign that. 
Put your name on it.” 

The young man -picked up the pen and 
tried to obey. Perspiration broke out on 
his forehead. His eyes seemed starting 
from their sockets. “I can't do it,’’ he 
said, despairingly. “I wish I could. I 
cannot sign my name, because I don't 
know what it is."’ 

Murphy tried again, this time dictating a 
letter to “‘My dear mother.” and bringing 
all his will power to bear on the man with 
the lost chord of memory. ‘Try to picture 
your mother standing before you,” said the 
chief. “‘Think of her anxiety. Use all your 
force now, and sign this letter.” 
The young man scrawled the word “Will” 

the bottom of the communication. 
“Now, address this envelope,’’ commanded 
the Chief, and the stranger wrote “Mrs. W. 
J. Harriman, Holyoke, Mass.” 

A dispatch was immediately sent to 
Holyoke. The anewer came that no Mrs. 
Harriman was known there. Then the 
dazed and perplexed prisoner was taken to 
the hospital. The physicians have satisfled 
themselves that he is not shamming, but Is 
the victim of genuine amnesia. All he could 
remember was that he had read of the New 
York case. 

With the missing linkdn the chain of her 
memory restored, Mrs. Mary Lupton, the 
woman who so suddenly forgot who she 
was and where she came from, is recuper- 
ating her mental strength with friends in 
the hills of New Hampshire. Her physi- 
cian, Dr. Charleton Simon of No. 114 East 
Fifty sixth street, said that within a few 
weeks she will in all probabfility, have re- 
turned to her normal condition.

MIND LOST WHILE SHOPPING. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26. — A woman who 
couldn't remember her name _ “Friday 
night remembered it early yesterday morn- 
ing. She went to bed at the Harrison 
street police station without a name, and 
when she awoke she recalled the fact that 
she was Mrs. Edward S. Ege of 5143 Ridge- 


way avenue, Elsdon. 

Two hours after she had bethought her- 
self of her name and home her husband 
reached the station, having come post haste 
after reading the description of the un- 
known woman published in the papers. In 
a few moments Mr. Ege was on his wey 
to the Grand Trunk train, taking his wife 
to her home. 

Then, as Mrs. Ege herself said a little 
latter, she began watering her plants in 
the window of the cottage, just as she had 
done at that time of day in the morning 
every day for many months. Everything 
was precisely as if her lapse of ean | 
had never occurred. Dinner was prepared 
in regular course, the dogs tied in the 
yard and fed as usual. 

“Tam nervous,’ she said to a visitor, “‘but 
that is probably due to loss of sleep last 
night. When I arose this morning every- 
thing seemed so clear to me. I was able to 
remember my name and address seemingly 
without giving it a thought. I wondered at 
my case the night before when I was unable 
to recall my name, my home or the name 
of any relative or friend. 

‘*My mishap puzzles me greatly. I had 
been shopping and the air in the stores was 
so warm that I was overheated. I went 
out and the cold rain beat in my face. 
The sudden change affected me, and some- 
how I slipped when two truck horses were 
almost on me. A gray-bearded gentleman 
kept me from falling to the ground. After 
I had regained my feet he asked me what 
car I wished to take. 

**T dont’ know,’ I said. 
‘Can't you teil whether you want to take 
atrain ora street car and what line it is?” 

“[T had to answer ro. I am sure that a 
minute or two before I could have an- 
swered any question about myself. But 
then, although I had a perfect picture in 
my mind of my home and my husband, I 
could give no names for them. 

“The gentleman—I must call him that. he 
was so kind—then guided me to Harrison 
street station, where I was cared for. They 
questioned me repeatedly, but even with 
the ald of the initials engraved in my wed- 
ding ring I could give them no clew to my 
identity. I cannot account for it.’’ 

Dr. D. R. Brower said of the case: 
“Lapses of memory of this nature are 
among the most ordinary of the troubles 
brought to our attention. The _ scientific 
name for such a vanishing of the retentive 
faculties is sensory aphasia. The trouble 
consists merely in an inability to connect 
names. with objects. Mrs. Ege was. as I 
understand, able to describe her husband, 
but could not give his name. Her failure 
of memory resulted from fatigue and the 
shock of seeing herself in great and im- 
minent danger. The brain, you know, ts di- 
vided into sections that are compartment- 
like in their relation to the blood. One of 
these sections, perhaps a very little one, 
but still the one governing the sense of 
name memory, became congested and could 
not act normally. Consequently Mrs. Ege 
could not tell who she was.”

SORRY NOW THAT THEY SOLD. 


Producers of Broom Corn Try to Get 
Out of Early Bargains. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ARCOLA, IlL, Dec. 3%. — There is new 
trouble for the broomcorn merchants of th‘s 
section, which promises an abundance of 
legal work in the courts for the coming 


term, and in each and every suit filed the 
case Will read: “To replevin crop of broom- 
corn unlawfully held by John Smith, etc.”’ 

When broomcorn was selling freely at $60 
a few weeks ago the brokers of Arcola. 
Tuscola, Mattoon, Sullivan, Charleston and 
other points scoured the district and bought 
up nearly all the brush in the farmers’ 
hands. At that time $50 was a top notch 
price and very few people looked forward 
to an advance; hence the sales became gen- 
eral, only a comparatively smal] amount 
remaining in the hands of producers. Much 
of this corn was bought with the under- 
Standing that it was to be delivered at the 
opt.on of the purchaser, who made this pro- 
Vision on account of scarcity of cars for 
shipment and shortage of warehouse room 
for storage. 

Since the commodity has gone to $100 per 
ton, there is a disposition on the part of 
some of the farmers to craw] out of their 
contract and refuse to deliver at less than 
the present market price. which is firm at 
$100. In one instance a preacher-farmer, 
who had sold for $0 and who had been paid 
$300 by the broker to clinch the bargain, re- 
cently hauled his corn to Mattoon and dis- 
posed of it to anather buyer at $80 per ton. 

There are cases. Of this kind all over the 
district and no less than a hundred replevin 
suits are already booked. 

In 1894, when the brokers here paid $80 
and $90 for brush.-for the manufacturers, 
the commodity took a sudden decline to $50 
and even $40. Much of this corn had not 
been delivered at the time of the drop in 
prices, but the brokers took every pound 
they had bought at the previous high prices 
without a murmur, and lost heavily. This 
year the same conditions prevail, with the 
odds in favor of the buyer. 

The outcome will establish a precedent 
for such cases in the future.

BUNKO KING O’BRIEN IS OON- 
FINED ON THE ISLE DU SA- 
LUT OFF GUIANA. 


STORY OF ILL-HEALTH DENIED. 


He Is Not Dying and at Last Accounts 
Bid Fair to Pass Many Years 
in Life Imprisonment. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—‘‘Tom O’Brien is not 
dying, neither is he confined in a prison 
in New Caledonia,”’ said William A. Pin- 
kerton, when told that the former “king 
of bunko men” was reported to be on his 
death bed at a French penal colony in 
New Caledonia. ‘“T heard from him 
through his brother about two months ago. 
He had just received a letter from Tom 
saying he was in good health and that 
his punishment was not severe. 

“Tom O’Brien undoubtedly deserved the 
title of ‘king of bunko men,’”’ continued 
the detective, ‘‘for he wus as slick a man 
in his line of business as ever I came 
across. His family was eminently respect- 
able, his father and mother living on a 
farm in Nebraska. 

He has a brother who is a high official 
in one of the largest railroad companics ‘n 
the West. 

“But Tom was the black sheep of tiie 
family. He came to Chicago at an early 
age and for years this ey was his home. 
He started in life as a train boy and cane 
in contact with three-card monte men and 
other crooks, whose ways he learned and 


then branched out in the bunko business 


on a large scale. 

“At first O'Brien operated in and about 
Chicago, where he became known as a 
reckless sort of fellow, quick to resent 
an injury, but whose money beicnged to 
any pone who asked for it. Besides turning 
an ber of tricks he participated n sev- 
eral shooting and cutting scrapes. In 1874 
Jim Croll, who was dealing faro at 7 
Halsted street, shot and nearly killed him 
in a row in the gambling place. 

“Later Tom went to New York and op- 
erated there. When Supt. of - Police 
Byrnes decided to photograph all the 
crooks in the city and sent out his drag- 
net. O’Brien was brought in. He refused 
to sit for his picture for the rogues’ gal- 
lery and he was held by several officers 
while the artist took a snap shot at him. 

“Tom was once caught at one of his 
tricks,’’ said Mr. Pinkerton, continuing his 
narrative. ‘‘He was convicted and sen- 
tenced to ten years’ imprisonment. He was 
brought into court later on a writ of ha- 
beas corpus, and while the arguments were 
in progress O’Brien dashed out of the court 
room and.made his escape. He went to 
London and was there captured by _ Scot- 
land Yard's detectives and extradited. 

‘But no sooner had he landed on Amnier- 
ican soil] than he again made his escape. 
Quietly he worked his way to New Orleans 
and there took a steamer for Havre, 
France. There he was once more captured, 
but the French.officers were not equal to 
the crafty American. He got away from 
them and was soon after heard of in Rio 
Janeiro. 

“(Brien lived in Brazil for three years 
and then return to France, arriving in 
Paris sick and without money. 

“One day he strolled into a cafe and met 
Reed Waddle, whom he had known in New 
York and to whom he had once adminis- 
tered a sound thrashing. Waddle was 
seated at a table with some friends, a'l of 
the same stripe as O’Brien, and they .ec- 
ognized the latter. He was invited to nave 
a glass of wine, and as he was about to 
drink Waddle threw a tumbler of wine into 
the sick man’s face and attempted to strike 
him with a bottle. Others interfered and 
put a stop to the row. 

“Next day as Waddle and his friends 
were wt the Great Northern Station in 
Faris preparing to leave for London 
O’Brien put in an appearance and opened 
fire on Waddie, killing him. 

“Tem was arrested and would have been 
executed had it net been for the efforts of 
a woman numed Annie Gray of New York, 
who went to Paris and spent a large sum 
of money in his defense, As it was he was 
sentenced to imprisonment for life. 

‘For a long time his place of confinement 
was kept secret, but it finally was given 
out that he was in a penitentiary in the 
Isle du Salut, or the Island of Health, 
French Guiana, near Devil's Island, where 
Dreyfus is now confined. He will end his 
days there, but at last reports from him 
he was in good health.’”’ 


RACE RIOT IN DALLAS. 


—_—_ —- 


Three Men Killed and Others Seriously 
Hurt in a General Melee. 

DALLAS, Tex., Dec. 26.-¢The burning of 
a saloon at Market and Wood streets in the 
disreputable ‘“‘tenderloin” district known as 
“The Reservation’’ yesterday evening was 
the cause of drawing together several thou- 
sand people, whites and blacks, many of 
them in boisterous conditions of Christmas 
drunkenness. Just as the fire had been got 
under control, a race conflict wae strated 
about a block away, which lasted in 
pitched-battle fury for ten or fifteen min- 
utes, during whic time three lives were 
lost and six persons were seriously and a 
dozen or more slightly wounded. A large 
force of police stopped the riot. 

Juet how the riot started seems impossi- 
ble to determine. Probably as many as a 
dozen more men who escaped were more or 
less bruised or cut.

The 
U'nited States will not have to meet that 
question because of the practicai difficulties 
in the way of administering the telegraph 
fystem as part of the postoffice system. 
Under the military rule which is to be 
established for the entire island, the tele- 
graph lines will be military ones. The 
Signal service corps w@ have charge of 
that. -The lines are in bad condition. To 
repair them and get the system in work- 
ing order wili require several weeks. When 
this is done in addition to the use of the 
urmy, the lines will afford ample facili- 
ties for the transaction of private busi- 
hess.

Some of the Havana merchants do not 
have a clear idea of what the American 
military control means.

ARE TO BE DEPOSITED AT 
AMERICAN PORTS.

IMMENSE PILES IN THE PACIFIC. 


Where Supplies Cannot Be Deposited 


Armed Colliers Will Be Kept 
in Waiting to Furnish the 
Needed Fuel. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—The Navy De- 
partment is going to be prepared for any 
emergency that may hereafter arise in the 
Atlantic and the Pacific oceans by carrying 
on hand the enormous stock of nearly half 
a millions tons of the best st€aming coal [fOr 
warships that can be procured. This sup- 
ply of the most important of all sinews of 
modern-war is to be systematically dis- 
tributed in American ports most con- 
veniently located for the coaling of ships 
for any operations the navy may concelv- 
ably be called upon to undertake, extend- 
ing along the Atlantic and Guif coast line 
from Frenchmen’s Bay, Me., to San Juan 
ae orto Rico, a8 well as to the command- 
ing positions along the line of commerce 
which has already been secured by (the 
United States in the Pacific ocean, stretch- 
ing from San Francisco and Puget sound 
to Manila and Southwestern to Samoa. In 
the naval sphere of activity in the Atlantic 
about 300,000 tons are to be promptly and 
systematically stéred in accordance With 
the recommendations of the chief strate- 
gistea of the service and at least 120,000 tons 
will be sent around Cape Horn to the great 
Western ocean where American interests 
have suddenly become second to no other 
nation and where the interests of the Untl- 
ted States wiil not hereafter be subordi- 
nated to that of any other European power 

The distribution of immense piles of 
American coa| for naval purposes in the 
Pacific indicates the unalterable attitude 
which has been adopted by the administra- 
tion regarding the future policy of the 
United States in that direction ,as the ini- 
tial expense involved in transpogting the 
proper quality of fuel for use in the marine 
engines, as well as the elaborate character 
of the apparatus which might be installed 
for the expeditious coaling of war vessels 
for which time is a most essential element, 
demonstrate how graveiy and thoroughly 
the authorities have matured their plans. 
The number of tons which will be held in 
reserve at the various coaling stations 
west of the American continent have been 
fixed for the present as follows: 
Manila, 25,000; Guam, 10,000; 
250,000; Pagopago, 10,000; San Francisco, 
vw and Kremerton, Puget Sound, 5S. ni

The Dominion Tariff Has Not De- 
creased Exports From This Country. 
WASHINGTON, Dee. 26.—The new Ca- 
nadian tariff does not appear to have de- 
creased exports from the United States to 
the Dominion. That measure, enacted in 
1897, provided that goods entering Canada 
from Great Britain and her colonies should 
enjoy a tariff rate of % per cent less than 
that collected on goods from other coun- 
tries, one-half of that reduction going into 
effect on August 1, 1897, and the remainder 
on August 1, 1898. The exportation from the 
United States to Canada, has, therefore, 
since August 1, 1898, been made under what- 
ever disadvantage the new discriminating 
rates of that tariff afford. It is therefore 
interesting to compare the figures of the 
exports to Carada since that date, both 
with those of the corresponding months 
of 1897, in whicn oniy one-half of the dis- 
criminating rate wasin operation and with 
those of 1896, in which no discriminating 
rate existed. 

The figures of the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics covering the details of the ex- 
port trade are now avaliable for the 
months of August, September and October. 
They show that during these three months 
of 1898. in which the full 25 per cent tariff 
reduction in favor of Great Britain anil 
her colonies was in operation, exports from 
the United States. to Canada. were larger 
than in any corresponding three months 
in the history of our commerce with that 
In fact, the exports to the Unit- 
ed States have never shown mere rapid 
gains than since the enactment of the new 
Canadian tariff, giving to imports from 
Great Britain and her colonies advantages 
from the United States.

The Hercules of Grecian fable, lived at a time when slavery 
was the normai condition. Yet when he was given the task 
of cleaning the stables of Augeus, King of Elis, which con- 
tained 3000 oxen and had been left uncleaned for 30 years, we 
are not told that he called im a horde of slaves and made 
them turn out the accumulated filth under the lash of whips. 

It remained for Gen. Wood, the cleaner of the Augean 
stables of Santiago de Cuba, to improve on the methods of 
the ancient Hercules. The Santiago people have been ac- 
customed from time immemorial to throw all their offal and 
refus» into the street, just as our own forefathers did before 
they knew be:ter.’

The good Gen. Wceod does not want the Santiago 
people to learn in that way, and has taught them to be clean 
by the quicker method of public horsewhippings.

FARMERS AND WHEELMEN. 


Work of the L. A. W. Indorsed by 
Farmers’ National Congress. 

The Farmers’ National Congress, which 
has just closed its annual session at Fort 
Worth, Texas, has passed resolutions 
strongly indorsing the system of State Aid 
to road building. and commending the cf- 
forts of the League of American Whecl- 
men for its general introduction, 

The passage of these resolutions marks 
a signal success for the Highway Im- 
yrovement Committee of the L. A. i 

It means that the farmers, who have s0 
long looked with doubts and misgivings 
upon the good roads work of the L. A. W., 
are beginning to understand that this wor 
is in their own interest, and that, by work- 
ing in harmony with the L. A. they 
can bring about the construction of dur- 
able highways without being obliged to 
bear all the expense, as they have so long 
supposed they would have to do. 

he Higbie-Armstron Law, by which 
state aid has been introduced in New York, 
provides for a division of the cost of road 
construction among the State, the county 
and the local township. Many of the towns 
availing themselves of its advantages will 
secure an amount of money from outside 
sources equal to four or five times that 
which they raise themselves, most of these 
funds coming from the cities, where the 
tax levied to raise it is but a single cent 
per thousand dollars of assessed valuation. 
iver since the L. A. W. was organ.zed in 
1880 it has been working for better roads, 
but never have its efforts been indorsed, or 
commended in terms by a farmer organiza- 
tion. The Farmers’ ‘National Congress 
consists of about 4 delegates, representing 
nearly every state. It is the strongest ag- 
ricultural body in the United States, a thor- 
oughly representative body of wide-awake, 
up-to-date, although conservative, farmers, 
and was declared by Wm.

AN ADMINISTRATION FIGHT. 


St. Louis Prepared to Ask ‘Many Im- 


portant and Necessary Laws—Work 
of Revising the Statutes. 


Wednesday, January 4, the Fortieth Gen- 
eral Assembly of Missouri will meet at 
Jefferson City for a four months’ session. 

The session is nearly twice 
year, because this is the year for the de- 
cennial revision of the statutes, provided 
for In the Constitution.

IMPORTANT DECISION.

LOAN ASSOCIATIONS DECLARED 
MUTUAL, NOTWITHSTANDING 
CONTRACTS TO CONTRARY. 


OBLIGATION pF BORROWERS. | 


They Must Keep on Paying Until the | 
Non-Borrowers Have Doubled 
on Their Investments. 


A decision of interest to St. Loulsans 
and ail Missourians was rendered by the 
Supreme Court last week in the case of 
Bertchie against the Equitable Loan and 
Investment Co., formerly of Sedalia, Dut 
now located in this city, having been moved 
here a few months ago. 

The decision goes behind the returns— 
that is, it inserts into a deed of trust a 
claus which does not appear, and changes 
entirely the contract which hundreds of 
people in St. Louis and Missouri have 
signed. The decision practically is that no 
matter what sort of a contract has been 
induce people to borrow money 
from a loan association, such concerns are 
mutual in their character and every man 
borrowing 1s a stockholder and must pay 
until ajJl obligations were satisfied, notwith- 
standing the fact he may have an agree- 
ment im writing that he is to pay a stipu- 
lated sum for a certain time and 6 not to 
share in any profits of the association. 

The Equitable Association was formed !n 
Sedalia about a dozen years ago. It is a 
national affair and does an extensive busi- 
ness. Ten years ago it made an exhaustive 
canvass of the State and work@d up a big 
trade. Their agreement was at a non- 
borrower was to pay a stipulated sum each 
month and at the end of 100 months his 
money was to be doubled. A borrower was 
given a certain sum and at the end of 100 
months he had paid in double what he had 
obtained and was released, the deed of 
trust saying 60 in as many words. 

One year ago a good many of the bor- 
rowers had paid what they agreed to for 
100 months and asked to be released. The 
association officers refused to do this, say- 
ing they had been compelled to take in a 
lot of real estate and, therefore, were un- 
able to double the money of the non-bor- 
rowers as had been promised. The officers 
did not deny that they had agreed to re- 
lease these deeds of trust at the end of 100 
months, but they claimed they had no au- 
thority to do it and that the borrowers 
must continue to pay—no one seems to 
know how long. 

At Springfield, where one of these cases 
was tried, the attorney for the loan asso- 
Ciation said that while the contracts and 
'advertisements guaranteed that 100 months 
| would cancel all deeds of trust, prudent 
men generally made allowances for the 
glowing language of a prospectus. 

Several circuit courts ordered the deeds 
cancelled, but appeals were taken to the 
Supreme court. The officers of the asso- 
ciation then placed the case in a different 
light. They pretended to be willing to re- 
lease the deeds of trust, but an injunction 
was brought against them by non-borrower 
to prevent them from doing this and it was 
this case which was sustained by the su- 
premeée court. It would seem now the only 
thing left for the borrowers to do is to pay 
until the non-borrowers double their mon- 
ey; that the contract is void only in so far 
-as the agreement to release the borrow- 
‘ers at the end of 100 months is » concerned.
